for all corners of the globe in search of whales and trade. 
In 1841 Captain William Whitfield and his crew were sail- 
ing their Fairhaven/New Bedford based whaler, the John 
Rowland, in waters near Japan when they came upon 
five shipwrecked Japanese fisherman stranded on the tiny 
island of Torishima, or Bird Island. The five men were 
rescued and four of the five de-boated several months 
later in Hawaii. The fifth, fourteen-year old Manjiro Naka- 
hama, showed a keen interest in sailing and in the Ameri- 
can sailors who had taken him aboard. 

The young Manjiro asked if he could return to 
America with the crew. Captain Whitfield decided to take 
the boy under his wing, more or less adopting the young 
man, and taught him both seamanship and English as 
they made the long journey back to Fairhaven. Upon his 
arrival in Fairhaven Manjiro, who had been given the 
name John by the crew, became the first person of Japa- 
nese origin to set foot in the United States. After receiving 
an education at Fairhaven's Old Stone Schoolhouse under 
the tutelage of Lewis Bartlett, Mr. Manjiro decided that 
he wanted to return to his native land to reunite with his 
mother. 

In 1849 John Manjiro left Fairhaven for the gold- 
fields of California where he panned enough gold to make 
his passage from there to Hawaii where he was reunited 
with the four castaways from Bird Island. In 1851 Manjiro 
made his return to his hometown of Tosashimizu in Tosa 
Province on the island of Shikoku. Manjiro was reunited

with his mother but was also taken into custody. The 
Japan of 1851 was still a closed, feudal society where out- 
siders were not only viewed as intruders but were often 
imprisoned, tortured and killed. Manjiro was viewed by 
many Japanese officials with distrust, many seeing him as 
an agent of the United States. During endlessly long hours 
of interrogation he tried to reassure his interrogators that 
American technology and American-style government 
would be of great benefit to the island nation. 

There were, however, some officials who heard 
Manjiro and took heed of what he had to say. Recogniz- 
ing that Japan could not stay in isolation forever, these 
men summoned Mr. Manjiro to educate young samurai 
leaders in the ways of the West. This post earned him 
great respect among the warrior elite as they promoted 
Manjiro to samurai. About this time Commodore Perry 
and his armada arrived at Edo Bay with the intention of 
opening Japan to the outside world once and for all. Since 
John Manjiro was virtually the only person in the country 
to have a working knowledge of the English language. 
Prime Minister Masahiro Abe summoned him to act as an 
interrupter to Commodore Perry and a cultural liaison for 
the Japanese Ministry. 

Manjiro's effort paid off as Japan and the United 
States opened diplomatic and trade relations. Mr. Manjiro 
became a curator of language writing the first Japanese 
guide to speaking English and also translating Nathan- 
iel Bowditch's book Practical Navigator, which is often

referred to as the seaman's bible, into Japanese. The book 
teaches sailors the ways and means of finding their bear- 
ings at sea by using the moon and stars as a guide. Later 
in life Manjiro recounted his travels and experiences in 
the book. Drifting Toward the Southeast. 

The story may have ended there if not for the 
fact that John Manjiro, and Captain Whitfield to a lesser 
degree, became national heroes in Japan. Many in Japan 
credit Captain Whitfield with opening relations between 
the two nations and not admiral Perry. In 1918 the Japa- 
nese Ambassador Ishii traveled from Washington D.C. 
to Fairhaven to deliver a Fourth of July address pledging 
eternal friendship between the two nations and used the 
event to honor the late Captain Whitfield by presenting

The warm relations shared by Manjiro's home- 
town of Tosashimizu and Fairhaven gave birth to a Sister 
City agreement between the two municipalities twenty 
years ago. The agreement spawned an exchange of 
culture and ideas between the towns and is also marked 
each year since then by the festival, which bears Manjiro's 
name. One of the more unique aspects of the celebration 
is that Tosashimizu and Fairhaven each take a turn host- 
ing the event during alternating years. This year was the 
eleventh time that the festival was held in Fairhaven. 

For the festival Fairhaven's Center was trans- 
formed into a little piece of Japan. Groups were on hand 
to give demonstrations in a variety of traditions and crafts 
from Japanese culture. Martial artists gathered large 
crowds as they presented techniques in self-defense and 
weaponry, including variety staffs and swords. Festival- 
goers were given the chance to learn how to write their 
names using Japanese calligraphy, draw in the Japanese 
style of anime, have their photographs made wearing 
traditional kimonos as well as taste a few Japanese dishes. 
Artisans and crafts people were also on hand to sell work 
that was either influenced by or made in typical Japanese 
styles. 

At the end of the festival a ceremonial dance 
was performed where several local residents of Japanese 
descent invited people to join them in a display of friend- 
ship.

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Movie Review 




Jane Addiction

The Jane Austen Book Club, Starring Maria Bello and Kathy 
Baker. Directed by Robin Swicord. Running time: 105 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The group of six in The Jane Austen Book Cluh tend to see Austen's 
work through the prism of whatever's going on in their lives at the 
moment. We could be cynical and call this narcissism, or we could be 
generous and say it's a tribute to Austen's wisdom and staying power. 
I choose to be generous, because the movie is, too. It's adapted from 
a 2004 novel by Karen Joy Fowler, who started out as a science-fiction 
writer, and one of her characters here speaks passionately in defense 
of sci-fi as a genre that can be as wise about human nature as Austen 
was. Not Transformers, of course. In a way, though, a movie about 
(mostly) fortyish women discussing literature and their own feelings 
is more bizarre in the context of mainstream Hollywood than Decepti- 
cons are. 

The film sometimes feels like a TV movie, partly due to rookie di- 
rector Robin Swicord's network-style blocking, partly due to the cast 
of prime- time-drama favorites: Kathy Baker (Northern Exposure), Amy 
Brenneman {NYPD Blue, Judging Amy), Maria Bello {ER), Jimmy Smits 
(LA. Law, NYPD Blue), even Marc Blucas (Buffy the Vampire Slayer). 
Then there are visiting Brits Emily Blunt (The Devil Wears Prada) and 
Hugh Dancy (recuperating nicely from Basic Instinct 2 and Blood and 
Chocolate). It's a good, homey cast, and nobody really gets a Big Scene 
— it's likable ensemble work, with Bello and Blunt the standouts as, 
respectively, a contented single mourning the recent death of her 
dog and a brittle French teacher who's falling out of love with busy 
husband Blucas. 

Baker, the group's den mother, starts the Jane Austen book club 
to distract various women of her acquaintance from their discontents. 
Brenneman, for instance, is reeling because her husband (Smits) has 
just dumped her for another woman; she joins the club along with 
her lesbian daughter (Maggie Grace), who flits from relationship to 
relationship. The group needs a sixth member, and find one in Grigg 
(Dancy), a tech-support guy who bonded with his dad over paper- 
back space operas and never got over it. He, it turns out, has much to 
contribute to the discussions and to the romantic drama in the group, 
wherein Bello, trying to fix him up with Brenneman, winds up falling 
for him herself. 




The Jane Austen Book Cluh is a cozy, tasteful affair about the prob- 
lems of the well-to-do — there's no literate minimum-wage worker 
in the club, though maybe the token inclusion of one would be more 
insulting than the absence of one. Then again, Austen herself focused 
on the moneyed, the better to gently pick at their social mores. Fowler 
and Swicord don't really do that, perhaps due more to the 21st-cen- 
tury American setting than to their own frailties (and really, who 
could outdo Austen on the politics of love?). The book and movie are 
intended as a love letter to Jane and an attempt at an Austenesque 
social circle baffled by the heart's stirrings. Every month, the five 
women and one man retreat to a nicely appointed household, pass the 
wine around, and dissect one of the books — though, in practice, they 
may as well be discussing James Patterson, since the talk always turns 
back to themselves. 

Swicord knows how to write women (she adapted Little Women 
and Memoirs of a Geisha), and she's fair enough to flesh out the male 
characters so that the man-bashing is kept to a minimum. (Smits' 
character, for example, doesn't dump his wife for a younger woman 
— which she finds even more hurtful and inexplicable, since his 
leaving for a woman half his age would be vile but at least easily 
understood.) The film probably won't send anyone hastening to the 
bookstore for an Austen omnibus, and should probably be taken as 
the cute minor literary offshoot it is, but it does satisfy a certain thirst 
for conversation for its own sake at the movies. It's the sort of middle- 
brow ensemble piece that used to open every week, instead of inching 
into theaters on a slow platform release as The Jane Austen Book Cluh 
is doing, as if it were as odd and inaccessible as Inland Empire or Mad 
Cowgirl. Again, in today's context, it probably is.

Affairs, is administered through local Councils on Ag- 
ing to provide a network of volunteer health benefit 
counselors to ensure that Massachusetts elders have ac- 
cess to accurate information regarding health insurance 
options. SHINE counselors are volunteers who receive 
extensive training in many areas of health benefits. They 
are trained and certified by the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs. Counselors can assist individuals in understand- 
ing their health insurance needs, help process health 
benefits claims, inform individuals of their rights under 
Medicare, review present coverage to prevent paying for 
unnecessary or duplicate coverage, and make referrals to 
various agencies when appropriate. For example, many 
have problems reading and completely understanding the 
materials in the Medicare and You 2007 handbook sent to 
every senior household each year in October. 

Several Charitable Foundations have lent their 
support in funding a new website to help each of us with 
questions about Medicare Services. The site for those 
with computers is: www.medicarerights.org/help.html.
